Fiscal impact relates to the inherent cost of holding legidative committee meetings, and producing a
report to the LFC, and includes members sdary, travel reimbursement, and operating expenses such as
printing, copying, conference cals and supplies.

The subcommittee would hold five one-day meetings and two two-day meetings during aperiod of 15
months.

The subcommittee would prepare a 100-page fina report and print 200 copies of the report.

Rates for reimbursement of mileage, medls and lodging are based on amounts alowed by Satute.
Egtimates do not include the cost of obtaining consultant services with professond expertisein the
conduct of the proposed monitoring and oversight. Should the legidaure choose to obtain such services
from outsde state government, not including advocacy groups thet typically participate, additiond
funding would be required.

The previous committee used MetNet video telecommunication services to conduct one statewide public
meeting at acost of $1,444. The stated fisca impact does not include this option.

Appropriation for the subcommittee would be needed in the form of abiennid appropriaionin FY 2002
in the Legidative Branch's Fiscd Anadlysis and Review Program budget in HB 2.
